In one earlier case, Gardner 
vs. Hope, one Court had this 
to say, according to a state- 
ment placed in the suit file: 

“It is settled in this stale 
that a general and long contin- 
uing use of a passway by the 
public as a right will create the 
right to continue the use and 
the owner of the land traversed 
by the passway who, allowing 
the public to use it as a high- 



way for a long period of years 
under a claim of rights, will be 
stopped from denying dedica- 
tion to the public.” 

“Long continued using by 
the public will constitute an 
implied acceptance of the dedi- 
cation.” 

The Court added that “for- 
mal acceptance by public offi- 
cials is not necessary to com- 
plete the dedication.”
